Committee Also Sends to 
Floor Four Different

WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP)— 
The Senate Military Committee 
recommended today a full year ex- 
tension of the draft act. At the 
same time the committee sent to 
the Senate four different service 
pay increase plans for considera- 


tion. 

Chairman Elbert Thomas 
Dem.), Utah, said the pay boost 
proposals represented a committee 
“compromise.” : 

The draft extension bill was pre- 
pared by Senator Gurney (Rep.), 
South Dakota. It included a pay 
increase provision. 

Action came after a three-hour 
closed vession which began by a 
refusal to go along with the House 
Military Committee’s recommenda- 
tion of a nine-month extension of 
the draft beyond May 15. 

One Major Change in Bill. 

Only one major change was 
made in the Gurney bill. This 
fixed Army strength at 1,550,000 
next July 1 and at 1,070,000 for the 
same date in 1947. It would re- 
quire “consistent” monthly reduc- 
tion between those levels. Sena- 
tors estimated this would mean 
release of 40,000 men monthly.

EASTER HAMS TO BE SCARCE: 
SUPPLY BETTER THAN IN 1945 


Amount Available Estimated at 
60 Pct. of That in Last 
Year Before War. 
CHICAGO, April 11 (AP)— 
Those traditional Easter hams 
will be missing from many dining 
tables this year, but prospects are 
for somewhat better supplies than 
last year, trade representatives 

said yesterday. 

“The demand far exceeds the 
supply,” an observer said, “partly 
due to more people having more 
money than heretofore and also 
because there is little ham to 
market.” : 

The ham supply was estimated 
at 60 per cent of that in 1941, the 
last prewar Easter, and was less 
than in the first two years of the 
war when hams in storage were 
available. Also affecting this

The Sperry Gyroscope plant at 
Lake Success, Long Island, long 
considered as a possible site of 
the interim headquarters, was 
chosen as office headquarters of 
the United Nations, the mayor 
added, 

The announcement was made 
after a 20-minute meeting this 
morning of Trygve Lie, U.N. 
secretary general; Grover Whalen, 
who has been assisting U.N. of- 
ficials in seeking a satisfactory 
site in New York, and the Board 
of Estimate of New York City. 

O’Dwyer said that the city had 
agreed to advance $1,250,000 for 
improving the Flushing Meadow 
park and the interior of the Mu- 
nicipal Building, now used as a 
skating rink.

MOSCOW, April 11 (AP)—The 
appointment of Andrei Gromyko 
as Russia's permanent delegate to 
the United Nationa Security Coun- 
cil was interpreted by observers 
here today as an indication of the 
Soviet Union’s deep interest in the

taining world peace. 

Gromyko is regarded in Moscow

BERLIN, April 11 (AP) — The 
Allied Control Council decreed 
yesterday the death penalty or 
hard labor for life for any “seri- 
ous German attempt” to recone 
struct military installations in 
Germany. 

The law is effective with pub- 
lication on April 17. It stems from 
the Potsdam agreement of the 
Big Three to “assure that Ger- 
many will never again threaten 
her neighbors or the peace of the 
world.” 

Seated with the Council as the 
action was taken was Soviet Gen, 
Vassily Sokolovsky, who succeed- 
ed Marshal Georgi Zhukov as So- 
viet commander in Germany, 
Sokolovsky joined with his cole 
leagues, United States Gen. Joseph 
T. MeNarney, council chairman; 
British Field Marshal Sir Bernard 
L. Montgomery and French Gen, 
Pierre Koenig, in sending Zhukov 
a letter congratulat’2# him on his 
appointment as vice-minister of 
the Soviet armed forces and com- 
mander of Red Army ground 
forces. 

Penalties for attempting to re 
vive German militarism range 
from one to five years at hard 
labor for so-called minor infrac 
tions to 15 or more years in 
flagrant cases and “in serious 
cases death or hard labor for 
life,” the Council's statement said. 
Confiscation of the property of 
violators is provided. Organiza- 
tions such as sports clubs that 
might foster military drill are 


subject to dissolutior. 

The law also contemplates fur- 
ther destruction ox all Allied mili- 
‘tary installations in Germany 
when the occupation period is 
deemed at an end. 

Specifically the law prohibits 
construction of fo:tifications, ar- 
senals, air raid onelters, launch 
ing sites for rockets, naval bases, 
submarine shelters, airfields and 
underground factories; or th 
preparation or use of plans o 
models of any such installations.

“He wants to marry me, but 1 
don't love him and I’m afraid of 
him,” Alice was quoted by her 
close friend, Miss Jerrie Meyers, 
an employe of an Overland photo 
studio. The man to be questioned 
lives in Overland. 


JealOusy Motive Suspected. 


suspects, and friends of the dead 
girl, investigators were inclined to 
attribute her murder to jealousy. 
Bruises on her back and legs indi- 
cate, deputies said, that she ap- 
parently was severely beaten be- 
fore a .32-caliber bullet was fired 
into her head.

FBI Agent Testifies Junk 
Man Had Chance to 
Sell 25 Tail Parts for 
$1400 Each. 


An offer of $1400 each for 25 
‘aluminum tail ensembles for air- 
planes was received by a junk 
dealer who bought them from the 
McDonnell Aircraft Corp.. for $14 
each as scrap, Federal Bureau of 


Investigation agents testified to- 
day in the court of United States 
District Judge George H. Moore. 
They had been ordered sold as 
scrap by the Army Air Forces 
after manufacture of the plane 
was discontinued, Gerald B. Nor- 
ris, agent in charge here, said, 

The testimony was given at a 
hearing at which James A. Lynch, 
2316A Tower Grove avenue, plead- 
ed guilty of defrauding the Gov- 
jermment by converting money 
from sales of scrap lumber to his 
own use while employed by the 
McDonnell firm as superintendent 
of material conservation. Lynch 
was sentenced to eight months in 
jail. 

The sales of the tail assemblies 
were not fraudulent in any way, 
FRI agents said Since they had 
been declared scrap by the Army, 
they were sold on a weight basis 
to the Bierman Iron and Metal 
Co., Inc., 3700 North Hall street. 
Isaac Bierman, president of the 
firm, told agents who were in- 
vestigating the activities of 
Lynch, that he had received the 
offer of $1400 each for the as- 
sembles from a Canadian plane 
manufacturer. Norris said an- 
other offer had been received 
from a South American firm. 
Norris said he did not know 
whether they had been resold. 

At $14 eachr ,the tails brought 
the Government $350. Sold at 
$1400 each, they would bring $35,- 
000. 
Lynch had been indicted on nine 
counts for defrauding the govern- 
ment. It was contended he sold 
plywood packing cases for more 
than the scheduled junk prices 
and retained part of the money, 
and sold 16 tons of lumber as 
scrap for $2 a ton, although it was 
better than scrap grade, later re-

Describes ‘Gratifying’ Feeling 
In ‘Killing’ Man---But Victim Lived 


R. A. F. Member, Charged With 21-Cent 
Robbery, Reported to Have Analyzed 


Emotions 


in Letter. 


PRESTON, Lancashire, April 11 
(UP)—Royal Air Force Aircrafts- 
man Frederick McCarthy, 20 years 
old, was committed for trial in 
police court here today on a 
charge of robbery. He was alleged 
to have taken 21 cents from a 65- 
year-old man. In asking that Mc- 
Carthy be held for trial, the prose- 
cution submitted a letter, written 
on Canadian Y.M.C.A. notepaper, 
which police said McCarthy hand- 
ed them when he was arrested, 

The letter: 

“For some time now TI have 
played about with the idea of 
carrying out an experiment which 
if it succeeds as it no doubt should 
will help criminal authorities in 
their task of finding the reason 
for murder—how it is planned 
and how it is put into effect. 

“Tomorrow is March 29. To- 
morrow I intend to kill a person, 
analyze my emotions both before 
and after the act and, if possible, 
during the act. 

“About six weeks ago I made 
the acquaintance of a young fel- 
low who it appears had a seem- 
ingly hopeless future awaiting 
him. The meeting was as 
though fate had taken kindly ac- 
tion on my behalf. 

“Nobody would miss him. He 
was useless and had nothing in 
life to look forward to. It was as 
if he were clay in a sculptor’s 
delicate but firm hands. 

“The means I used against him 
were sordid and cheap but, as 


ever, the means always justified 
the end. I struck him from be- 
hind two or three times on the 
head. The weapon was a bottle. 
I heard him groan and murmur a 
few incoherent words. I pushed 
his unconscious body through the 
trapdoor beside the T. M. C. A. 
building in Preston. 

“T left him, as I thought, dead. 
I then looked at the reflection of 
myself in a store window. I found 
my image gratifying. No -pale- 
ness, not a sign of pallor, nothing 
except perhaps a certain bright- 
ness in the eyes, a brightness I 
attributed to the enormous weight 
that had suddenly departed from 
me. 

“But my elation was short-lived. 
The very next day that same 
young man was standing in an 
arcade at Preston. I had left him 
for dead and here he was very 
much alive, 

“Then it dawned on me. The 
blows I had struck the previous 
evening could not have been se- 
vere enough to kill him. 

“What I had done now seemed 
as if a dream. That morning the 
old torturing burden returned and 
wrapped itself around me. But 
what I had experienced that eve- 
ning was gratifying. Surely what 
I had done once I could do again. 
All I need is material. Now I de- 
lieve I have found it. 

“Once again the clay lies ready, 


ready for the same soft but un- 
yielding figures of the sculptor.”

In addition to being virtually as- 
sured a strategic position in the 
next Diet, the Social Democrats 
elected their secretary general, 
Tetsu Katayama. The party, which 
advocates “democratic socialism,” 
had been considered somewhat too 
conservative for the bulk of the 
labor vote. 

Premier Shidehara’s cabinet 
sparkplug, Chief Secretary Wataru 
Narahashi, was elected from Fu- 
kuoka prefecture on Kyushu. 

Narahashi immediately an- 
noui.ced the Shidehara cabinet 
would remain in office at least 
until convocation of the next spe- 
cial Diet session, probably on May 
10. The press ,uoted Narahashi 
as saying he planned creation of 
a new political party, probably a 
coalition, with Shidehara as its 
head. 

Communist Chief Wins. 


Kyuichi Tokuda,’ secretary gen- 
eral of the Communist party, who 
led a 14man committee into 
Shidehara’s office Monday to de- 
mand the Premier’s immediate res- 
ignation, was one of the Commu- 
nists definitely elected. Another 
was party leader Sanni Nosaka, 
who recently returned from exile 
in Yenan and was one of the most 
personally popular of all candi- 
dates in Tokyo. 

The close race led to immediate 
speculation that a three-party 
coalition would organize the next 
cabinet. 

Early returns indicated a 72 
cent national vote. 

Liberal Party Head Leads, 

Ichiro Hatoyama, president of 
the Liberal party who recently 
was criticised for his 1938 book 
applauding Adolf Hitler and 
Benito Mussolini, led Tokyo's first 
district. 

The Progressive party, the most 
conservative of the major groups, 
was running behind the Liberals 
and Social Democrats in urban 
districts but appeared to be 
stronger in the country. 

Welfare Minister Hitoshi Ash- 
ida, of the Liberal party, was as- 
sured of election from Kyoto pre- 
fecture. Takao Saito, a veteran 
firebrand in the House and a 
Progressive leader, was re-elected 
from Kobe. Saito was expelled 
from the old Minseito party in 
1940 for criticising the army from 
the House floor. 


Woman Early Victor. : 


The first two candidates assured 
of victory were Mrs. Satoko To- 
gano, 38 years old, of the People's 
party, and 87-year-old Yukio. 
Ozaki. Mrs. Togano's husband 
had been ousted from the Diet by 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur's polit- 
ical purge. Ozaki, who had served 
in every Japanese parliament in 
modern times, recently permitted 
himself to be quoted as favoring 
the Communist sponsored Demo- 
cratic Front, but ran as an in- 
dependent. ; 

Mrs. Shizue Kato, formerly the 
Baroness Ishimoto, a well-known 
prewar birth control advocate, led 
Tokyo's second district. She ran 
on the Social Democratic ticket. 
Hér husband, Kanju Kato, an of- 
ficer of that party, was running 
second in Ise prefecture. 

The Home Ministry ordered pre- 
fectural governors to investigate 
widespread reports that hundreds 
had been’ unable to vote because 
of improper registration, faulty 
records and other errors.

COURT UPHOLDS UNION 
SOLICITATION AT FIRM 


Says Famous-Barr Had No 
Right to Bar It Except 
on Selling Floors. 


The United States Circuit Court 


upheld a National Labor Board 
ruling that the Famous-Barr Co. 
has no authority to prohibit union 
solicitation by employes on com- 
pany property. , 
Written by Judge Harvey M. 
Johnsen, the opinion states that 
“it? is not within the province of 
the employer to enforce no solici- 
tation rules on company property 
during the off hours of employes.” 
The opinion added that such solic- 
itation should not take place on 
the selling floors because it might 
disrupt business, a point which 
the Labor Board had conceded. 
The opinion, concurred in by 
two other judges, found there was 
sufficient evidence to support the 
Labor Board findings, and ordered 
enforcement, ; 

The case was heard by the 
Labor Board in 1943 on petition 
of the CIO Retail, Wholesale & 
Department Store Employes Un- 
ion, which charged that 13 em- 
ployes of Famous-Barr were dis- 
missed for union activity. Rein- 
statement of the employes was 
ordered by the Labor Board, 
which petitioned the Court of Ap- 
peals for enforcement of its find- 
ing involving union solicitation.

Estimate Board Also Au- 
thorizes Fund of $20,- 
000 for Auditor to 


Make Revision. 


A revision of the bookkeeping 
system of the Water Division of 
‘the Department of Public Utilities 
was approved today by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment.

tory will be charged against the 
Board of Standardization and the 
salary of a lawyer will be billed 
to the City Counselor’s office.

In turn, the Water Division will 
be billed a total of $129,500 for 
services performed for it by other 
departments of the city govern- 
ment, The action of the estimate 
body ig in line with recommenda- 
tions made a few weeks ago by a 
committee appointed by Mayor 
Aloya P. Kaufmann to investigate 
the bookkeeping system in the 
Water Division.

WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP) 
—The Government struggled to- 
day to find a solution to the soft 
coal strike without resorting to 
seizure of the mines. 

Setretary of Labor Schwellen- 
bach, stepping into the breach 
made when John L. Lewis walked 


out of negotiations ‘yesterday, ar- 
ranged separate afternten confer- 
ences with the operators’ and 
miners’ negotiating committees. 

Schwellenbach and his top as- 
sistants most experienced in post- 
war labor disputes will try to re- 
vive the conversations. 

“We trust that time, as it 
shrinks your purse, may modify 
your niggardly and anti-social 
propensities,” Lewis told the oper- 
ators yesterday as he gathered to- 
gether his papers. 

Then jamming on his hat, he 
said, “Good morning, gentlemen,” 
and left. His committee of. dis- 
trict presidents and UMW officers j 
followed silently. 

The operators issued a state- 
ment later, contending Lewis had 
“brazenly refused to enter into 
any semblance of collective bar- 
gaining.” 

Challenging “the right of any 
labor organization to stall and 
play politics whén a basic Ameri- 
can industry is shut down,” the 
statement expressed hope that 
Lewis “will change his attitude 
and resume meetings.” 

The operators said Lewis “has 
engaged in time-killing trivia with 
the obvious intent of stalling ne- 
gotiations and creating a national 
crisis.” 

Lewis, contending the operators 
have refused to give serious con- 
sideration to his demand for a 
health and welfare fund and for 
safer mines, has insisted that 
agreement in principle on those 
points is an essential preliminary 
to any discussion of wages and 
hours. 

The producers, however, have 
held firm that wages and hours 
form the major issues and should 
be settled first. 

Schwellenbach told reporters he 
hoped to be able to get the two 
parties to talk about the sante 
thing at the same time. 

To accomplish that objective he 
and assistant Secretary John W. 
Gibson, Conciliation Chief Edgar 
L. Warren, and Special Concilia- 
tor Paul W. Fuller planned to 
meet first with the operators, then 
with the miners today. 

Schwellenbach said he was not 
planning to appoint a fact-finding 
or arbitration panel at present, 
and he added that seizure of the 
mines is not contemplated at this 
time. 

Harold L. Ickes, former Solid 
Fuels Administrator, today crit- 
icized Lewis’s demand for a health 
and welfare fund as “economically 
unsound and governmentally un- 
wise.” He mentioned the matter 
in indorsing a national health in- 
surance program before a Senate 
labor subcommittee. 

Ickes said the proposal would 
give the miners “what would 
amount to extra-governmental 
power of taxation to private in- 
dividuals.” 

Meanwhile, idleness of 25,000 
workers in related industries was 
laid to the strike.

ASKS FOR ‘TRUTH! 
~ FROM HANNEGAN 


Replies to Democratic 
Leader’s Challenge by 
Calling for Facts on Do- 


mestic, Foreign Policies 


By D. HAROLD OLIVER 

WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP) 
— Republican Chairman Carroll 
Reece enumerated his party’s 
stand on major issues today in an 
open letter to Democratic Chair- 
man Robert E. Hannegan, then 
threw this question at his politi- 
cal counterpart: 

“When will the Administration 
begin telling the truth to the 
American people about how their 
government is being operated?” 

Shortly after his election as 
head of the Republican National 
Committee April 1, Reece was 
challenged by Hannegan in an 
open letter to give a “long over- 
due clarification of your party’s 
policies on vital questions.” 

Reece replied last night by citing 
the declaration of party princi- 


ples adopted last December by | 


Republican members of Congress 
and later indorsed and aug 
mented by the party’s National 
Committee in Chicago and Wash- 
ington. 

He then challenged Hannegan 
to tell the “truth” about what is 
being done in the foreign and do- 
mestic field. 

Cites “Secret” Agreements. 

Reece said after the Potsdam 
conference last summer, President 
Truman “following the practice 
of his predecessor, assured the na- 
tion no secret agreements of any 
kind had been made during that 
conference.” Then Reece quoted 
from the New York Herald Trib- 
une of Oct. 11, 1945, that Secre- 
tary of State Byrnes had “ac- 
knowledged” that Truman en- 
tered into a secret agreement at 
Potsdam on revision of the Mon- 
treaux convention and said the 
United States fully intends to keep 
its pledge to confer with Turkey 
on the future status of the Dar- 
danelles.” 


“Thus, in this matter of making 
secret agreements and then deny- 
ing their existence until the march 
of events forced disclosure of the 
truth,” Reece said, Mr. Truman 
was apparently following the es- 
tablished practice of the adminis- 
tration.” 


Listing several “secret agree- 
ments” which he said the late 
President Roosevelt entered into 
at Big Three conferences, Reece 
asked: “What other secret agree- 
ments have been made and remain 
for the future to disclose?” 

In the domestic field, Reece 
quoted from a Cleveland Plain 
Dealer 1 the admin- 
istration “sp false predictions 
about the level of unemployment 
this year; 
propaganda to the effect that 
Wages could be raised 24 per cent 
without increasing prices.” 

“Propaganda” and Strikes. 

“The reference ‘false propa- 
ganda’ with resp to the effects 
of wage increases relates, of 
course,” Reece continued, “to the 
performance given by (Secretary 
of Commerce) Henry A. Wallace, 
your collaborator in the current 
attempt to purge your party of 
‘dissident Democrats.’ 

“You will recall, I am sure, how 
this double dealing with the pub- 
lic, if it did not actually precipi- 
tate the General Motors strike, 
certainly had a substantial effect 
in prolonging that strike and mak- 
ing it more Costly to both the em- 
ployer and the employes.” 


Reece wrote Hannegan that he 


does not “conceive it to be the 
duty or function of the chairman 
of the National Committee to 
formulate policy.” 

“Not being the product, or head, 
of a corrupt political machine,” he 
said, “I certainly do not conceive 
it to be the duty of the national 
chairman to attempt to ‘purge’ the 
party of duly elected members of 
the législative branch who may 
refuse to jump through any hoop 
for an irresponsible bureaucracy.” 


He added a hope that “it will 
never be necessary for me to make 
a public apology to members of 
my party in Congress for having, 
through the official machinery of 
the National Committee, ques- 
tioned their honor or integrity.” 

This was a reference to a state- 
ment in a Democratic publication, 
disavowed by Hannegan, criti- 
cizing Democrats in the House 
who voted for the strike control 
bill by Representative Case (Rep.), 
South Dakota. 


Wallace recently said the state- 
ment regarding a 24 per cent in- 


crease in wages was not an offi-. 


cial estimate of his Commerce De- 
partment, but was prepared by an 
individual in developing statistical

ROOM IN COLLEGES NEXT FALL 
FOR 243,000 MORE VETERANS 


WASHINGTON, April 11. (AP) 
—The problem of fitting veterans 
into colleges next fall may not be 
so tough after all. 

A Veterans Administration of- 
ficial said yesterday after a sur- 
vey that veterans won't have any 
trouble “if they are willing to take 
the schools they can get into.” 

The survey, based on replies 
from 1029 of the nation’s 1686 ju- 
nior colleges and universities, plus 
estimates on the others, indicated 
there would be room for 243,472 
veterans who have not yet ap- 
plied for fall enrollment.

A former St. Louis scientist, 
editor of a new book on atomic 
energy which has been denied 
publication, has protested against 
a publisher's insistence that the 
work be subjected to Army cen- 
sorship. 

The editor is Dr. William E. 
Stephens, 33-year-old assistant pro- 


fessor of physics at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, He is the 
son of Dr. Eugene Stephens and 
the stepson of Dr. Jessica Young 
Stephens, members of the mathe- 
matics department at Washington 
University. 

Nine members of the University 
of Pennsylvania faculty collab- 
orated on the book, “Nuclear Fis- 
sion and Atomic Energy.” The 
manuscript is based on notes 
taken at a seminar held by the 
university’s physics department 
to study information on nuclear 
fission, including the public Smyth 
report on development of the 
atomic bomb. 

The McGraw-Hill Publishing 
Co. of New York, to which the 
book was submitted, informed the 
authors that certain sections

The authors refused, asserting the 
manuscript contained no material 
that had not been published else- 
where or could not be deduced 
from previously published infor- 
mation by anyone with an ad- 
vanced knowledge of physics.

A spokesman for the group said 
none of the authors had worked 
on the atomic bomb project dur- 
ing the war, all their information 
having come from sources avail- 
able to any scientist interested in 
nuclear fission. He said most of 
the book dealt with slow neutron 
chain reactions for use in therapy 
and industrial production, rather 
than with the explosive type of 
nuclear fission, 

Though the book “probably” 
elucidates principles used in man- 
ufacture of the atomic bomb, he 
continued, these principles are 
known to scientists everywhere. 
One section deals with the mathe- 
matical technique which can be 
used to calculate the minimum 
mass for an effective atomic bomb.

CHINESE FORGES 
ARE REPORTED 
IN CHANGCHUN 


Said to 


‘Peace Corps’ 


Have Broken Through 


Communist Lines After 
Soviet Departure. 


CHUNGKING, April 11 (AP)— 
A Central News Agency dispatch 
from Changchun today reported 
the Chinese flag is flying over that 
former Japanese Army headquar- 
ters in Manchuria. Changchun, 
the Manchurian capital, was re- 
ported evacuated by Russian head- 
quarters. 

The dispatch said the Chinese 
found equipment and furnishings 
missing. 

It further reported that 3000 


members of the Kirin province 


peace preservation corps broke 
through Communist lines to reach 
Changchun after having fought 
Communists along the Changchun- 
Kirin rail line. 

Another semiofficial dispatch 
from Tientsin said that more than 
300 passengers were killed Monday 
night when Communist forces 
mined a train near Wanchiatun 
on the Peiping-Mukden railway. 
It added that the Communists at- 
tacked survivors and the Wanchi- 
atun station. 

(The United Press quoted Gov- 
ernment quarters as charging that 
“tens of thousands” of Communist 
troops are streaming into Man- 
churia and alleging that the Rus- 
sians at many points were giving 
indirect aid to Communist forces. 
A strong protest was made to the 
Russian command, it was reported, 
against the action of Russian 
tanks in destroying barbed-wire 
barricades which the Nationalists 
had erected as protection against 
Communist attacks.) 

Split Is Proposed. 

Sun Fo, president of the Legis- 
lative Council and son of Sun Yat- 
sen, founder of the Chinese Re- 
public, said the National Central 
Planning Board had completed a 
projected plan to split each prov- 
ince (state) into two or more, in- 
creasing the present provinces to 
about 60. The project will be sub- 
mitted to the National Assembly 
for adoption. Sun pointed out 
that the huge size of many prov- 
inces — Szechwan has 45,000,000 
population — made administration 
difficult. 

He said that splitting the prov- 
inces might solve political prob- 
lems in several states which are 
half Communist, half pro-Govern- 
ment. 

The Democratic League, China's 
third party, sought Kuomintang 
and Communist approval of a pro- 
posal for ending civil strife in 
Manchuria. 

The league proposed that Chi- 
nese Communists witbdraw from 
the Changchun-Mukden rail line 
during a five-day truce, permit- 
ting Government forces to occupy 
Changchun, but make no other 
advance. Under the proposal, 
other problems would be settled 
strictly in accordance with agree- 
ments after Government occupa- 
tion of Changchun. 

Peace Groups Confer. 

At Peiping two Chinese-Amer- 
ican peace-seeking groups — the 
Committee of Three and the Com- 
missioners of Truce Headquarters 
—conferred on Manchurian and 
other problems. 

Two truce teams already in 
Manchuria are operating without 
authority. The Committee of 
Three had planned to go to Muk- 
den for first-hand information on 
Manchuria’s civil strife. 

The committee and the truce 
commissioners also sought a so- 
lution to the deadlock that has 
developed over railroad recon- 
struction in Manchuria. Such 
work is at a standstill while Gov- 
ernment and Communist leaders 
charge one another with failure 
to remove fortifications and block- 
houses which 
lines in North China. 


THREE SOLDIERS GET PRISON 
TERMS FOLLOWING RIOT 


MILWAUKEE, April 11 (AP)— 
Col. Clarence P. Evers, comman- 
dant of the United States discip- 
linary barracks here, said last 
night an army court-martial had 
sentenced three Negro prisoners 
to prison and to be dishonorably 
discharged. They were found 
guilty of mutiny, rioting and as- 
sault. 

Samuel Jones, Lake City, Fia., 
and Leroy Byrd, Jackson, Miss., 
were convicted of all three 
charges. Darry Coleman, * 
ham, Ala, was found guilty of 
rioting and assault. 

Jones was sentenced to 40 years 
at hard labor, Byrd was given 30 
years and Coleman was sentenced 
to 15 years. 

Two other prisoners, charged 
with participating in a riot at the 
barracks Feb. 9 in which a Negro 
prisoner was killed and several 
guards and officers were injured, 
were acquitted.

10-Man Reorganization 
Group Named — Ft. 
Wood to Be Retained 


for Camp Site.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 11— 
Appointment of 10 present and 
former National Guard officers as 
members of an advisory board, to 
assist the State Adjutant Gen- 
eral's department in planning re- 
organization of the Missouri Na- 
tional Guard, was announced last 
night by Brig. Gen. John A. Har- 
ris, Adjutant General of Missouri. 

Reorganization will be started as 
soon as agreements are reached 
between the state and the War 
Department on the new National 
Guard units to be assigned to Mis- 
souri, Gen. Harris said. 

The National Guard bureau of 
the War Department has proposed 
a force of 13,098 Missouri National 
Guard troops, he said. Financing, 
on a peacetime basis, will be in 
part by the state and the rest by 
the Federal Government. 


No Deactivation Date. 

No date had been set for de- 
activating of Missouri National 
Guard units now in federal serv- 
ice, but an effort will be made 
to organize some of the new units 
before July 1, Harris said. The 
present Missouri State Guard, or- 
ganized for home service during 
the war will be retired when the 
new National Guard is formed, 
it was said. 

Harris said an effort would be 


made to persuade the War De- 


partment to authorize Missouri to 
form a full division to be desig- 
nated as the Thirty-fifth Division. 
Missouri Nationa) Guard troops 
formed part of the Thirty-fifth 
Division in World War I, and that 
divisional organization was re- 
tained for guard troops of Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Nebraska in 
the period between World War I 
and World War II. 

Members of the advisory board, 
appointed by Gen. Harris are Maj. 
Gen. Ralph E. Truman of Kansas 
City, and Maj. Gen. E. M. Stay- 
ton of Independence, both former 
commanders of the Thirty-fifth 
Division; Col. Jesse F. Brown, 
Kansas City; Col. Winston W. 
Kratz, St. Louis; Lt. Col. Frank B. 
Horton, St. Louis; Col. A. D. 
Sheppard, Doniphan; Col. Elmer 
A. Strom, Cape Girardeau; Col. 
John C. McLaughlin, Sedalia; Col. 
C. H. Engelbrecht, Jefferson City 
and Col. Rex V. McPherson, Au- 
rora. 

The first meeting of the board 
will de called by the end of this 
month, Gen. Harris said. 


Fort Wood a Field Camp. 

Gen. Harris also announced the 
receipt of official notice that the 
War Department had designated 
Fort Leonard Wood, near Rolla, 
as a War Department field train- 
ing camp. 
A telegram from Maj. Gen. But- 

ler B. Miltonberger, chief of the 


National Guard Bureau, Washing- | 


ton, D.C., stated that facilities 
would be made available at Fort 
Leonard Wood for training of 
about 11,500 Missouri National 
Guard troops. The camp will be 
equipped and maintained by the 
Federal Government, it was said. 

Gen. Harris said negotiations 
had been in progress for some 
time concerning the plan. 

Gen. Harris said he did not 
know whether the War Depart- 
ment plans called for use of Fort 
Wood for training of National 
Guard troops from other states. 

(An Associated Press dispatch 
from Washington said yesterday 
the War Department is releasing 
Camp Clark, Nevada, Mo., prewar 
site of the state National Guard 
encampments. Representa- 
tive Bennett (Rep.), Missouri, was 
quoted as saying that the Missouri 
National Guard planned to retain 
640 acres of the area.) 


RUSSIANS TESTING 
NEW PREPARATION 
TO COMBAT CANCER 


Initial Experiments Show 
KR-6 Is Effective Against 
Internal Tumors. 


WASHINGTON, April 11 (UP) 
— The current issue of the Soviet 
Information Bulletin discusses a 
preparation produced from a 
parasitic micro-organism—a form 
of trypanosoma — which attacks 
cancerous tissue. 

Developed by Prof. Nina 
Klyueva as a result of previous 
researches by her husband, Prof. 
Grigori Roskin, it is called KR-6. 

First tested on human beings 
a year ago, KR-6 “either had a 
very weak effect or none at all 
fn the case of cancer of ‘he skin,” 
the bulletin said. “But at the 
game time, it proved highly effec- 
tive in cancer of the throat, the 
eervix of the uterus, and the 
breast glands.” 

Moreover, it “acts selectively, 
mot affecting healthy organs 
while the cancer cells disappear.” 


In two cases recently treated, | 
“cancer tumors have entirely dis- | 
appeared,” the bulletin said, add- 


ing: 
“It is too early to say, of course, 
whether cancer will return.” 
Previous accounts said Prof. 
Klyueva had developed a serum 
that had been tried on animals, 


but did not mention its use in the 


treatment of human beings.

After the cancellation, it was ar- 
ranged for the club to depart for 
St. Louis at 4:25 o’clock this after- 


moon, and it is due home tonight 


“at 10:15. 

Manager Luke Sewell gave the 
order for a workout at noon to- 
morrow at Sportsman’s Park. He 
named Nelson Potter, Stan Ferens 
and Jack Kramer as probable 
pitchers Saturday in the first 
‘Bame against the Cardinals. 

Kramer has had a stiff neck 
and may not get in until Sunday. 
As for the lineup of the team, 
Sewell said, “there may be two in- 
field and two outfield combina- 
tions working.” Walt Judnich is 
expected to be on hand to play in 
center field. 


At Wichita, Kan., yesterday, in 
Lawrence Stadium, the home of 
semipro ball, the Browns made 16 
hits and seven runs while Dennis 
Galehouse and Al La Macchia held 
Chicago to eight hits and one run. 
Chicago’s only run, tallied while 
Galehouse was on the mound, was 
the result of the umps allowing 
Eddie Waitkus three bases on a 
fly to right field which the Browns 
contended was a foul.

Four Strikes for 


Batter Is Not New. 
UR strikes instead of three 
Fi: a modern baseball novelty 
that will be tried out by two 
Brooklyn (N. J.) high school 
teams, according to a dispatch 
to the Sporting News. ... The 
same experiment was made by 
major league baseball clubs 59 
years ago. ... In 1887, for the 
first and last season of record, 
the rules were amended to make 
FOUR strikes legal instead of 
three. 


It was in that year that Tip 


O'Neill, Brownie outfielder, set 
the all-time batting record of 
.492.... In that year the pitcher 
was allowed five balls before the 
batter was walked. 

As to the batter, he was handi- 
capped by the abandonment of 
the batsman’s former privilege 
of telling the pitcher to throw 
him a “high,” “low” or “waist” 
ball. Any pitch between the 
shoulder and knee that crossed 
the plate became legal. 

On the other hand the pitch- 

ing restrictions were altered to 
make it harder for the hurler. 
.. „ The pitcher’s box was seven 
by four, but in 1887 the rules 
were modified compelling the 
twirler to keep one foot on the 
rear line and permitting him to 
take only one step in delivering 
the ball. 
In 1888 the three-strike rule 
was restored and batting aver- 
ages promptly slumped. .. . 
O'Neill again was batting cham- 
pion of the American Associa- 
tion but his figure slumped to 
.832, a drop of 160 points! 


The contemplated Brooklyn 
experiment involves another 
change namely: ALL fouls shall 
be called strikes. . Under the 
current rules only the first two 
fouls are so designated. The 
idea is to prevent the batsman 
from deliberately fouling off 
pitches after two strikes have 
been called on him. 


Ball clubs that we have known 
have signed ball players for a 
full season, two seasons or three 
seasons, We never have known 
of a contract expiring in the 
middle of a baseball season, and 
that’s the only termination time 
we can think of for a half-year 
contract, 


Battle of Injunctions 
May Be Pasquel Choice. 


ASEBALL men with a knowl- 
Bie. of law point out that 

you can’t force a man to play 
ball for you, or even to work for 
you, if he refuses. However, it 
is possible to file an injunction 
suit, to prevent a ball player 
from performing for a club. 
That happened during the Fed- 
eral League war. 

We asked a baseball man 
about the Owen contract with 
Brooklyn and the standing it 
might have in case Pistole Pas- 
quel goes through with his 
threat to sue Arnold Malcolm 
Owen for $100,000. 

“IT don’t know what its stand- 
ing would be,” was the reply, 
“but the fact that Owen was 
under contract to the Dodgers 
certainly would be presented as 
pertinent evidence.” 

“Then baseball would not hesi- 
tate to use the player’s contract 
as evidence, because of any fear 
that it might not stand inspec- 
tion in court, on account of the 
10-day clause and the reserve 
clause?” And the answer to that 
was a quick “No.” 

The 10-day clause always has 
been a flaw in the baseball con- 
tract. It gives the employer or 
club owner the right to release 
a player on 10 days’ notice. In 
contrast, once a player signs a 
baseball contract, he is bound to 
his employer through his base- 
ball life and the contract may 
be passed around and sold at the 
employer's will. 


The Reserve Clause 
Would Not Be on Trial. 


HE clause that gives the 

baseball employer this per- 

manent possession” of the 
player is the reserve clause. 
Lawyers generally agree that it 
wouldn’t stand inspection in the 
courts of the land, and inas- 
much as it is the keystone of 
organized baseball, efforts have 
been made through the years to 
avoid any court test. It is essen- 
tail to baseball, of course, With- 
out it, nobody would invest a 
dollar in a francise. Without 
the reserve clause, players would 
be free, after the expiration of 
each contract, to sell their serv- 
ices to the highest bidder. And 
whenever club owners think of 
such a horrible situation they 
can’t sleep for weeks, 

That reserve clause and the 
baseball contract won't be on 
trial, however, in any suit Don 
Jorge files against Mickey 
Owen. But Mickey’s contract 
with Brooklyn probably will be 
introduced as having a little 
priority. 


Albert H. e 
Dies; Placing Judge 


Albert H. Pendleton, for many 
years a leading figure in the sad-

Pendleton followed his father in 
his profession of horse and mule 
dealer at National Stock Yards. 
His saddle horse sales were an 
annual fixture and he conducted 
his business at Missouri Stables 
on Oakland avenue. He had his 
home at 6 Layton terrace. 

Pendleton, who was 64 years 
old, is survived by his widow, 
Violette; his daughter, Jane; three 
brothers and two sisters; all of 
whom reside outside of St. Louis.

first annual Collier’s Awards for 
distinguished service today to 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, and Representative Mon- 
roney (Dem.), Oklahoma, and told 
them they had earned the recog- 
nition by hard work. 

The President said he hoped the 
awards, a silver plaque and $10,000 
each, would be an inspiration to 
others in Congress who get “noth- 
ing but rocks and mud thrown at 
them most of the time.” 

Vandenberg directed that his 
award be given to the Red Cross, 
and Monroney designated the 
Episcopal Diocese of Oklahoma as 
recipient of his. 

A $5000 check which would have 
been spent for a presentation 
dinner under original plans was 
given to Truman, who said he 
would turn it over to the Red 
Cross. He added that he was 
grateful that food “that ought to 
go to starving people” would be

The County Zoning Issue 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We commend your editorial of April 8, 
“The County Zoning Issue.” You have 
done.a real public service by bringing 
this issue out into the open, pointing 
out the questions involved and publiciz- 
ing the activities of selfish interests in 
sabotaging the County Planning Com- 
mission’s Master Zoning Plan. 

Before the commission submitted its 
plan to the County Court, mass meet- 
ings were held over the entire county in 
order to eliminate any objectionable fea- 
tures and to present the most acceptable 
plan to the court. The County Plan- 
ning Commission had the benefit of the 
services of Harland Bartholomew and 
Associates. Much time and thousands 
of dollars of the taxpayers’ money were 
spent in drawing up this plan, which is 
designed to insure orderly growth and 
to protect the interests of present and 
future residents of the county. 

Real estate and building speculators, 
who now want to wreck the residential 
provisions of the plan, were repeatedly 
asked to help the Planning Commission 
formulate the master plan, but consist- 
ently refused to do so. Since submis- 
sion of the plan by the commission to 
the County Court nearly a year ago, 
these same selfish interests have pre- 
valled upon the County Court to adopt 
a plan that is wholly insufficient. The 
members of the County Court, in ac- 
cepting the advice of land speculators 
in preference to that of impartial zon- 
ing experts, have been guilty of a dis- 
service to the citizens of St. Louis Coun- 
ty. 

Time is short, the building boom is 
already under way. We feel it is im- 
perative that the County Court reverse 
its ill-advised position immediately, for 
unless a plan such as that proposed by 
the County Planning Commission is 
adopted before the resumptiuon of large- 
scale residential construction, the op- 
portunity of a lifetime to safeguard the 
future growth and welfare of St. Louis 
County will have been lost.

Move for Atomic Control 


The first official move has now been made to 
implement the proposals on control of atomic 
energy made in the brilliant report of the State 
Department’s Board of Consultants. Four Sen- 
ators have advanced the cause of world co-opera- 
tion and humanity’s security by introducing a 
resolution calling for negotiation of a United Na- 
tions agreement to set up an international au- 
thority to control the dangerous phases of atomic 
energy, as proposed in the report of the board, 
published in full by the Post-Dispatch last Sun- 
day. 

The names of the four sponsors add weight 
to the proposal. Senator Fulbright has been a 
leader in urging realistic thought on the mo- 
mentous problems raised by the atomic bomb. 
Senator Kilgore heads a subcommittee on mili- 
tary affairs which has been of notable service 
to the country. Senators Morse and Mitchell 
are also straight-thinking men. 

The move to achieve international control of 
history's most devastating weapon originates 
where it should originate—among the elected 
representatives of the American people, whose 
taxes financed the bomb’s creation and whose 
scientists, engineers and industrialists did much 
of the work in its perfection. Bernard Baruch, 
this country’s representative on the UN Atomic 
Energy Commission, has made clear that Con- 
gress will have a chance to pass upon any pro- 
gram worked out by his group, but it is obvi- 
ously preferable that the initiative should come 
from Congress, with preliminary support of uni- 
fied world controls. 

Attention had been focused upon the Mc- 
Mahon bill, now being redrafted by a special 
Senate committee, for coping with the atomic 
problem, but the spotlight should be shifted at 
once to the new resolution. Domestic controls 
will still be necessary, but they will perforce 
become subsidiary to the world setup if and 
when the plan for an Atomic Development Au- 
thority under the United Nations is consum- 
mated. ~*~ 

As the consultants’ report pointed out, an 
atomic arms race means disaster, and a system 
of control by means of inspection alone is not 
feasible. The discovery that fissionable mate- 
rials can be made harmless by a denaturing 
process is a vital factor in a control system, but 
this is not the whole answer, as the report stated 
and as 12 scientists reiterated in a statement just 
issued by the State Department. 

The key to the solution of this life-and-death 
problem is international control of atomic en- 
ergy in its destructive phases. The consultants’ 
report provides the working basis for discussion 
and perfection of such a system. The four Sen- 
ators are to be congratulated for their initiative 
in moving to put the Senate on record in its 
favor. 

Now, with speedy adoption of the resolution 
and an early beginning of work by the UN com- 
mission, there is a possibility for imposing con- 
trol on this ww destructive force before 
it is too late.

Exorbitant Demands by Petrillo 

When it comes to laying down demands, Boss 
John L. Lewis is something of an amateur as 
compared with Czar James Caesar Petrillo of 
the musicians’ union. Petrillo has just made his 
wants known to eight major movie studios, and 
the blue Hollywood sky is its approximate limit. 
Among his 91 demands for the musicians are 
these: a 100 per cent pay increase, a 10-hour 
work week (including rehearsal time), 90 union 
members to be hired by each studio instead of 
the present 35 and the recording of only two 
minutes of music per hour of work. 

Why Petrillo failed to demand Sam Goldwyn's 
estate as a home for superannuated musicians, 
a percentage of Louis B. Mayer’s annual income, 
a rake-off on every ticket sold at the box office 
and an annual party at the Brown Derby, at 
studio expense, he fails to say. 

If the demands were made by a labor leader 
with less power to get everything he wants, and 
fewer scruples about using that power, the list 
might be viewed as issued merely for bargaining 
purposes. It is such performances that caused 
Congress to pass a special law to curb Petrillo. 
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Papa Haydn's Ghost 

Short days ago, Russians seized the estate of 
the Hungarian Esterhazys, whose present head, 
his fortune fallen, lives in a mean room in Buda- 
pest. And where is Haydn’s ghost? 

Franz Joseph Haydn’s 30 years with the 
Princes Esterhazy was enough like old Russian 
serfdom to be anathema to Leninists. Oberka- 
pellmeister, conductor of the private orchestra 
though he was, a Prince was still master and 
Haydn a sort of voluntary upper servant. 

Was Haydn then unfulfilled? His talent was 
happy and fertile beyond compare; only Mozart 
touched it for grace. To be sure, it was “ex- 
ploited” for private pleasure. Nevertheless, the 
“kept” musician was the Jefferson of the sym- 
phony and the string quartet. 

Was this vile bondage? It was Haydn, re- 
member, in the Surprise“ Symphony, who mis- 
chievously* soothed the ladies with a childlike 


tune (do do mi mi sol sol mi, fa fa re re ti ti sol) 


and then shook them awake with a crash. Again, 
in the “Farewell,” he hinted that his men 
needed a vacation by having them, one by one, 
close their music, blow out their candles and 
leave the room, until he was left conducting 
empty chairs. Prince Nicholas took the hint. 
(Would Official Hero Dimitri Shogtakovich give 
such a hint, and would the Socialist State take 
it? Or would it be denounced as “sentimental” 
and “decadent”?) 

Granted, the princely estate was long ago 
foredoomed, as should be. One still knows that 
Haydn’s music is pure and charming: and that 
much of the New Age music is pretentious, de- 


rivative, infertile and uncharming. Call it ex- 


ploitation if one will, The Man is a better patron 
than The State, for the one seeks only his own 
delight and the other demands new sales mes- 
sages for its ideological wares. 

Where, then, is Papa Haydn’s shade? It prob-

„ How to End Sellers’ Strikes 


With the Government telling farmers 
every day of the scarcity of wheat, the farm- 
ers have gone on strike. They know scarcity 
means high prices and they are holding 
their wheat on the farms.—Walter R. Scott, 
Secretary, Kansas City Board of Trade, 


So Kansas City, the country’s largest winter 
wheat market, received only 24 grain carloads 
Tuesday—the lowest day since 1903. Who will 
criticize the farmers, since they only pursue 
their self-interest like anyone else? Yet, for 
want of their wheat, multitudes starve. 

It is good, therefore, that the lure of higher 
prices has now been weakened by the House 
Rules Committee, which decided to separate the 
parity-boosting Pace amendment from the price 
control extension bill. Each can now be treated 
on its own merits. 

The Pace amendment lacks merit. It would 
boost farm commodity price objectives 33 per 
cent when there is no need for it. That would 
invite inflationary disaster. If it became a prece- 
dent, the same formula would cost farmers 
through the nose in a time of falling prices. 


Price control is a very different matter. In 


spite of a few vocal pressure groups, the people 
know it is their mainstay against boom and bust. 
The people have long enough memories to re- 
call what happened after World War I. 

It is true, as its enemies contend, that price 
control could be so stringént that it would re- 
strict production instead of promoting it. But 
current OPA action belies that fear. This week, 
for example, it released a long list of articles 
from price controls; it also announced relief to 
landlords who suffer from increase of taxes and 
operating costs. 

Critics will say that such acts are to court 
congressional support. However, unneeded price 
ceilings have been taken away one by one for 
months, and many prices still under control 
have been adjusted. There is every evidence a 
reasonable person could want that the adminis- 
trators are acting in good faith to make the 
wage-price policy promote production. 

Congress should accept the evidence of good 
faith. If and when it does, the life-saving wheat 
will move. So will other commodities which 
are being hoarded today in the hope of specu- 
lative killings.

The British Loan Advances 


Very wisely, the Senate Banking Committee 
rejected the proposed amendments before re- 
porting out the British loan. The amendments 
were not well conceived. 

Senator Taft suggested an outright gift of 
$1,250,000,000 if Britain would spend it in the 
United States. He missed the point, however, 
that any American advance must by very nature 
be spent eventually in this country, even if the 
British should first exchange some of the dollars 
with other countries. It is odd, too, to hear him 
proposing an outright gift. 

Senator McFarland suggested that we demand 
title to the British-owned bases now used by 
the United States on 99-year lease. While we 
might have bargained on such a point, our nego- 
tiators have already struck a good, hard bargain. 
The loan provides for repayment with interest. 
Also, at great cost to herself in the first years, 


Britain promises to advance American interests 


by abandoning the worst of her restrictions on 
free trade. 

Senator Capehart . eut the eredit from 
83.750, 000,000 to 81,500,000, 000 and would limit 
advances in any year to the amount of Britain's 
But, as our very able 
negotiators found after close investigation, the 
larger sum is the least that will put Britain 
back on her feet—which means the risk of loss 
would be much greater if a much smaller sum 
were provided. And since Britain’s decision how 
much to buy abroad in any year will determine 
the deficit, the other limitation is meaningless. 

Still further question has also risen against 
Bernard Baruch’s fear that the loan would in- 
crease inflationary demands for scarce American 
goods. Above all else, Britain needs modern 
power plants and industrial machinery. The 
supply prospect for such goods is so bright that 
OPA removed a long and important list of them 
from price, controls this week. Let the Congress 
consider: In short weeks or months, these in- 
dustries may need the British orders.

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Poland's Case Against Spain 

The charges against Spain, presented to the 
UN Security Council yesterday by Poland, go 
much further than the previous objections to 
the Franco Government as the surviving heir of 
Mussolini and Hitler and the last European 
outpost of Fascism. The Polish document de- 
clares that Spain is a haven for refugee Nazis, 
and that German scientists being sheltered there 
are working out new war weapons, including 
atomic and rocket devices. 7 

These charges, if they can be substantiated, 
would indicate an unmistakable danger to peace 
as a result of Franco’s continuance in power. 
The Ameriean State Department and the Brit- 
ish Foreign Office have denied that Spain con- 
stitutes such a threat, and so have declined to 
join in any move for UN action against the 
Franco regime. Certainly the Polish charges 
should have the most serious consideration and 
a searching investigation, so that necessary steps 
can be agreed upon to avert the danger of sur- 
prise attack by Nazi die-hards based in Spain.

Persistent distortion of news and perversion of truth promotes 
hostility and leads to war, AP director says; United States should 
stand for world press freedom and communications system; “when 
we plan to enshrine freedom, first requisite is the right to know. 


Kent Cooper, 1 Director of the Associated Press, 
in the New York Times Magazine 


News is the sole basis upon which men 
promptly learn and judge the thoughts and 
actions of their fellow men who are beyond 
their immediate local acquaintance, 


If, in the news processes, there is inten- 
tional and persistent distortion of facts 
with the purpose of inciting prejudice, men 
will respond to the passions thus aroused. 
When the people of one nation are thus 
incited against the peoples of other nations, 
the result is war. 


The part false news plays in bringing 
about war is as amazing in its extent as 
it is little understood. Malevolent-minded 
governments long have recognized the pow- 
er of news, Tainting and distorting it, they 
have used it to serve their selfish purposes. 


Even in the years before the Nazi black- 
out, events had given little comfort to 
those who believed that freedom of infor- 
mation and an honest, regponsible press 
were the surest shields of peace. In almost 
no country was the truth faced. Typical 
of the situation, and possibly in its worst 
form, was what was happening in France 
from 1919 to 1939. 


A Subsidized Political Press 


Not only were Havas, the French news 
agency, and the French Government in ef- 
fective league to prevent the full picture 
of world developments from reaching the 
French people, but the French press itself 
all but abdicated its proper responsibilities 


and functions. 


Newspapers were largely subsidized, in 
one fashion or another. Editors and re- 
porters frequently were on Government, 
party or business payrolls and many news- 
papers were directly controlled by political 
or financial groups, News columns were 
bought as a common practice. 


There were some independent newspa- 
pers, but most of these were in the prov- 
inces. The character of the French press 
was a mighty contribution to the disunity 
and confusion in which France marched 
to her catastrophe in 1939-40. 


But the blackest poison was that gener- 
ated in the thirties in Germany, Japan and 
Italy. Then the suffocation of truth in 
the news was put on a totalitarian basis. 


Freedom of the press died with all the 
other freedoms in Germany on the night 
of Jan, 30, 1933, when Hitler became Chan- 
cellor, 


Journalism According to Hitler 


Newspapers and radio became instru- 
ments of a regime with criminal purposes. 
Editors and reporters became functionaries 
of the State. Journalism was defined by 
law as a “public task regulated by the 
State.” 


Japan's road into the darkness was sim- 
ilar, When the militarists on Sept. 18, 1931, 
embarked on the conquest of Manchuria 
and seized the reins of power in Tokyo, 
they began a revolution of which the sig- 
nificance was little understood abroad, 


The small element of the press that val- 
ued the small measure of freedom previous- 
ly enjoyed was among the first victims. 
Terrorism, intimidation, powerful pressures 
were enlisted to bring the whole press into 
line, Even the comparatively liberal Asahi 
newspapers of Tokyo and Osaka eventually 
had to succumb. 


The story of the Italian press under Mus- 
solini’s dictatorship followed what we now 
recognize as the pattern for destroying all 
freedom of the press, 

The deep night that blotted out the truth 
in Germany, Japan and Italy need not fall 
on any country again, nor need there be 
maintained in most countries a murky twi- 
light as far as knowledge of other peoples 
is concerned. Since it has been proved 
that poisoned news can generate a war, its 
antithesis, truthful news, should have a 
chance to prove that it carn maintain the 
peace. 


Lip Service Paid to Truth 


Truthful news and a free press can do 
more than anything to avert war, but the 
acceptance of both must be real and sin- 
cere, not lip service paid to the ideals of a 
free press in countries which pride them- 
selves on democratic institutions. 


If we are conyinced that for an endur- 
ing peace an tnternational community of 
interest should be established, we should 
see to it that America holds out inexorably 
for the two things that make world-wide 


community of interest possible—a world- 


wide free press and a communications sys- 
tem adapted to serve the press in a truly 
practical manner. 


The establishment of a free press in- 
volves no expenditures. It does involve a 
great deal of practital enlightenment on 
how newspapers through advertising and 
subscription rates can maintain themselves 
independent of political or private subsidy, 


On the other hand, an international com- 
munications system would cost a great 
deal of money, but it would not cost more 
than a fraction of 1 per cent of the cost 
of world armament. 

With these two instruments, avallable for 
the establishment of an international com- 
munity of interest, we shall have at least 
a groundwork for what might seem now to 
be Utopian, 


Availability of the truth, the most power- 


ful force in the world, through a free press 
served by an adequate system of world- 
wide communications established for the 
purpose, should be our aim. 

For we should not forget that when we 
plan to enshrine freedom in any field, 
the first requisite is the right to know.

The Triumphs of Medicine 
In Battles Against Death 


“Doctors, Drags and Steel,” by Edward Podoisky, 
(Bernard Ackerman, New York.) 3 


This book is subtitled “The Story of 
Medicine’s Battle Against Death,” and it is 
just that. It is a story, or rather a series 
of stories, and not a medical history or 
scientific treatise. 

Dr. Podolsky, who has written a dozen 
popular works on medicine, has a flair for 
catching the important discoveries in terms 
of the dramatic. Using descriptive sketches 
of the more exciting experiments and oper- 
ations, he spices his facts with narrative. 

In a way, there are almost too many in- 
cidents, too many tense surgeries and 
drama-laden laboratories. But, whatever 
the book’s overemphasis on color, or its 
lack of unity, there is an honest appraisal 
of the recent advances in most fields. 

. * . 

In tracing his “story,” Dr, Podolsky di- 

vides his work into topical sections, and 


chronologically within sections. There are 


sections on the heart; the brain, mind and 
nerves; The Four Scourges”—tuberculosia, 
leprosy, syphilis and cancer; the war on 
bacteria, and “Miracles With Blood.” The 
last two sections cover the new methods 
of detecting disease and the latest re 
search on glands in the age-old “quest fog 


‘the magic elixir.” 


In a chapter on “The Bacteria Destroy 
ers,” Dr. Podolsky discusses the discovery 
of penicillin in 1929 by Sir Alexander Hem- 
ing, the Eaglish bacteriologist. The highly 


- publicized penicillin is not a universal 


germ-killer, Dr. Podolsky asserts, and ig 
ineffective against such diseases as rheu- 
matic fever, leukemia, poliomyelitis and 
cancer, 

Most readers, using this book as a sure 
vey of medical discovery, will be com 
forted by the knowledge that, regardless 
of the state of world affairs, the battle 
for health is still en. “Medicine is on the 
march,” says Dr. Podolsky, and medicine 
will always be on the march.”

sians have learned, from manning occupation armies, that the standard 
of living for the ordinary man is, in many border countries, higher 
than that in the Soviet Union, and that in the depths of the Russian 
masses many desires of a political, economic and spiritual nature, 


are stirring. 


As a result, the Soviet Govern- 
ment has been making a syste- 
matic study of public opinion 
among the higher functionaries of 
the party, the upper bureaucracy, 
army officers, diplomats and se- 
lected professors and intellec- 
tuals. This “Gallup poll,” if one 
might so describe an inquiry 
which has gone deeper than an- 
swers to questionnaires, has re- 
vealed four separate and contra- 
dictory streams of opinion. The 
writer classes two of them under 
“the imperialists,” and two under 
“the isolationists.” 


For Bold Action. 


The imperialists, like the iso- 
lationists, divide themselves into 
a right and left wing. 

The right wing includes na- 
tionalists who always favored a 
strong nationalist base for the 

U.S.S.R. and who, formerly pushed 
into the backgrvund, emerged 
during the “patriotic war,” which, 
they maintain, proved national- 
ism a stronger cohesive force than 
Communism, 

These believe that the U.S.S.R. 
should give priority to foreign 
affairs. They argue that the 
Soviet Union has become a world 
power and should exploit that 
fact to the utmost. They argue 
that the Soviets have nothing to 
fear, since the contradictions that 
plague the rest of the world will 
not ease; that British-American 
solidarity is only temporary, and, 
therefore, no compromises are 
necessary. They -advocate never 
retreating on Soviet interests, but 
instead raising counter-attacks 
and counter- claims. 

(Recent speeches of Molotov and 
Stalin would seem to indicate that 
this policy, of the right-wing na- 
tionalist-imperialists has, at the 
moment, the upper hand.) 


Diverse Views. 


But the author maintains it has 
strong opposition even in the na- 
tionalist camp. The left wing is 
satisfied with the awakening of 
the national spirit and wishes to 
deepen national internal unity 
through concentrating on rapid 
reconstruction of the economy and 
raising the living standard, taking 
a defensive, not aggressive atti- 
tude abroad. They fear the dis- 
sipation of the national strength 
through fore adventures, and 
are against any Soviet attempt to 
sacrifice internal national 
strength for the creation of any 
special sort of order in Europe. 


The writer, who 


says that the Soviet Government, 
war, realized that millions of Rus- 


two wings of specifically Commu- 
nist theoreticians; though both 
are in contradiction to the nation- 
alists of either camp. The right 
wing re with uneasiness the 
power politics of the Soviet.

They believe 
that through friendly contact with 
the outside world the Communist 
idea will be better spread than by 
official propaganda, 


For Us to Choose. 


As yet these are opinions, not 
factions. The Soviet Government, 
wishing to avoid factionalism, is 
making concessions to all of them, 
and trying to steer a middle 
course. (This is the more neces- 
sary, since the death of Stalin 
might lead to a split in the coun- 
try, if divergencies are not previ- 
ously focused.) 

The writer’s report, seems, in 
common-sense, probable, Differ- 
ences of opii.ion exist in the most 
totalitarian states and are bound 
to form over every new position, 
such as the postwar situation.

Congress Stalls on the Draft“ 


N SPITE of all the pleading—from the President, the Secretary of 


War, the Chief of Staff—what 
still uncertain. 


That means a great many other 
things are uncertain, including 
the discharge of hundreds of thou- 
sands of solcjers in the American 
armies of occupation in Germany 
and Japan. The whole structure 
of our postwar military organiza- 
tion will be uncertain so long as 
Congress trembles uncertainly be- 
fore the prospect of the elections 
this fall. 

Gen. Eisenhower has gone be- 
fore Congress at least a half dozen 


times to explain that the Army a 


is asking only for minimum re- 
quirements. He has stated re- 
peatedly that the Army does not 
want to draft one unnecessary 
man. ‘ 


Hurdle for Congress. 


Eisenhower carefully explains 
that “transitional” plans call for 
an Army of. 1,550,000 on July 1. 
This is the number required to 
live up to our occupation com- 
mitments and to provide the min- 
imum of security for an interim 
period. By July 1 of next year, 
the number would be scaled down 
to. 1,070,000. This would include 
an air force of 70 squadrons. 

The evidence shows that this 
minimum force cannot be sus- 
tained without the draft. How 
much the shortage would be with 
only voluntary enlistments, no one 
can say for sure. Eisenhower and 
his planners believe it would be 
close to 400,000. 


That is the hurdle Congress is 
so reluctant to take in an elec- 
tion year. What a number of Con- 
gressmen are doing just now is 
trying te find ways and means 
to get around the barrier. These 
range from the wistfully hopeful 
to the foolishly fantastic.

The exhibitors, both excellent 
colorists with distinctive tech- 
niques, have chosen conventional 
beauties of land, sea and sky. Un- 
like many artists of today, the 
painters in this show seem con- 
tent with depicting what they see. 
The devices of their art lie within 
the orthodox limits of represent a- 
tion and consist, perhaps, of in- 
tensifying color contrasts, select- 
ing or omitting details, and com- 
posing subjects in a way that is 
essentially natural. 

Here are no abstractfons or 
enigmas. Absent are artists’ con- 
ceptions of relativity, non-Eucli- 
dean geometry and the fourth di- 
mension. Untouched are dream 
fantasies, social forces and the 
choas of transition from war to 
peace. Instead, the gallery-goer 
will view Mrs, Chaffee’s varied 
Ozark and Texas scenes and 
Peters’s rich-colored seascapes, 
with andeur and power con- 
veyed by sweep of line an depth 
of greens and blues, 

A sense of uplifting spaciousness 
and distance is felt in Mrs. Chaf- 
fee’s mountain scenes, such as 
“Sittons Gulch” and “Fayetteville 
Mountain.” Her “Brook at Elsa“ 
and “Quiet Stream,” abounding 
in warm autumnal browns and 
subdued shades of orange and red, 
are marked by changing moods. 
These feelings are communicated 
with a skill that is nonetheless 
undeniable merely because the 
subjects have been painted often 
before. 

Peters’s large convasses of 
fields, roads and hills have some- 
thing of Grant Wood’s in their 
clarity of definition and quality 
of yellows. Quite distinctive, how- 
ever, are the varying kinds of 
aura that he achieves in “Early 
Morning” and “Church at Zell.” 
In “Sunset Glow” a still different 
luminosity contributes to the dis- 
tinctiveness of vision that is often 
perceptible just before twilight.

CARDINAL GLENNON'S 
ESTATE ONLY $325.07 


Personal Belongings Include 
$21.25 Cash and $100 
Watch and Chain. 


John Cardinal Glennon, Arch- 
bishop of St. Louis, at the time 
of his death in Dublin March 9, 
had in his purse $20 American 
currency and 500 Italian lire in 
Allied military currency, the 
latter having an estimated value 
of $1.25. This $21.25 cash ap- 
peared as an item in the inven- 


tory of Cardinal Glennon’s estate, 
filed yesterday in Probate Court, 
and reaching the surprisingly 
small total of $325.07. 

“Stocks, none; bonds, none,” 
read other items. The chief value 
listed is under the head of “Goods 
and Chattels.” These comprise 
“One Swiss watch and chain, 
$100; one pair cuff links, $20; one 
new suit and one lot of civil 
apparel, $175; total goods and 
chattels, $295.” 

The remaining item of the in- 

ventory is $8.82, covering refund 
due from the Treasury Depart- 
ment for overpayment of 1945 
Federal income tax, $7.82; and 
similar refund due on payment of 
estimated tax for 1946, amount 
not yet ascertained, and entered 
at $1. 
Cardinal Glennon’s will, filed 
March 18, left all the diocesan 
property, which was held in the 
Archbishop’s name, and all his 
personal property, to trustees who 
are to convey it to his successor 
archbishop, to be appointed by 
the Pope. The personal property 
is to be used by the next arch- 
bishop for general religious, edu- 
cational, benevolent and charita- 
ble purposes. No inventory was 
made of the diocesan property, 
comprising large real estate and 
other property holdings. 

Because the will made mention 
of a possible bank account or safe 
deposit box at the Mercantile- 
Commerce Bank & Trust Co., the 
trustees stated in the inventory 
that there was no savings or 
checking account, or deposit box, 
in the Cardinal’s name, at the 
bank named, or, so far as they 
could learn, at any other bank. 
The trustees are Auxiliary Bishop 
George J. Donnelly, present ad- 
ministrator of the diocese; Bishop 
Paul C. Schulte of Leavenworth, 
Kan.; and Msgr.

tack, 

Inquiry Into Agreement. 

Before the committee took up 
the Kimmel matter, Ferguson 
questioned Adm. Harold R. Stark, 
former chief of naval operations, 
about prewar arrangements with 
Japan to permit safe passage of 
an American vessel, carrying ma- 
rines and other Americans from 
North China to Manila. 

Ferguson said he thought the 
arrangements had been undertak- 
en in the first week in December 
in anticipation by both countries 
that war would break out soon. 

Stark replied that as far as the 
United States was concerned, it 
thought war was coming but 
didn’t know when. 

Adm, Stark said he probably 
consulted Roosevelt before draft- 
ing a suggestion for the Dutch 
early in December, 1941, that they 
tell Japan not to cross a certain 
line under penalty of attack. He 
declared this did not necessarily 
mean war for the United States. 
He insisted, under questioning by 
Ferguson, that the constitutional 
requirement that only Congress 
can declare war was observed at 
every step.

BERGE AGAINST FREEING RAIL 
RATES FROM ANTI-TRUST LAW 


WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP)— 
Assistant Attorney General Wen- 
dell Berge said today that a bill 
exempting railroads from anti- 
trust laws in fixing rates by agree- 
ments might “eliminate competi- 
tion from large segments of our 
economy.” 

“Immunity from the anti-trust 
laws granted to private rate-fixing 
mechanisms may well be immu- 
nity to fix industrial prices 
throughout the country generally,” 
Berge said in testimony prepared 
for the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee. 

Secretary of Commerce Wallace 
told the committee yesterday that 
the House-approved Bulwinkle bill 
to exempt railroads from anti- 
trust laws would “extend domina- 
tion” by large carriers and would 
limit the opportunities of veterans. 
The issue, he said, “is whether our 
economic system can afford an 
extension of monopoly and the re- 
strictions that monopoly practices 
inevitably engender.”

HE outstanding characteristic of bad lan- 
guage is that people have never heard such 
before. 

The odd part about that is that the people who 
claim never to have heard it recognize it at once 
as being bad. And, having recognized it, their 
next reaction is to take measures to stop it im- 
mediately. 

The first measure is to attack the bad lan- 
guage in the mouth from which it has come. 
This must be washed out with soap to remove 
any bad language which may be lingering there, 
while the owner is warned never to let such bad 
language come out again.

But 
many children come from so-called tough neighborhoods where 
profanity and alcohol are their chief teachers, and where 
might makes right. Such ‘youngsters are prone to pick a 
fight on no excuse whatsoever. They also resent the better 
clothes and superior manners of the more fortunate children, 
so they try to inflate their own pride by whipping those su- 
perior children. Theoretically, of course, the skillful use of 
words can protect an individual from almost any other person, 
but not all youngsters can say the right thing at the right 
time and thus get themselves out of difficulties through their 
superior brain work. Moreover, they do not always have time.

THE GOAL OF OUR HOMES and schools is really to 
produce self-reliant children. If a youngster is living in dread 
or terror of a playmate, he is being stunted in his proper 
emotional and social development. The ability to defend him- 
self skillfully with his hands is an excellent insurance against 
many personality evils. True, we do not want him to pick a 
fight, but intelligent parents can easily teach children not to be 
aggressors. The normal child in a good home will be peace- 
able and friendly, even though he can resort very successfully 
to defending himself or his younger sisters from moron young- 
sters or the neighborhood toughs. Boxing is one of the best 
methods for building up self-reliance and therefore banishing 
an inferiority complex, whether in a child or a grown man.

RIED cabbage perhaps is 

something new to most pres- 

ent day homemakers, but our 
grandmothers who presided over 
a farm home kitchen and who had 
more. cabbage then they knew 
what to do with were very famil- 
iar with this kind of preparation. 
The reason was they had a small 
variety of vegetables and made 
an effort to cook each vegetable 
in a number of excellent ways 80 
the family would not become 
weary of the same old thing. That 
kind of reasoning is still as sound 
today as it was a century ago. 
Frying cabbage does violate one 
of the principles of modern vege- 
table cookery because the rule is 
to cook it in an abundance of 
water in an open kettle. But cut- 


ting the vegetable up comparative- 


ly fine and cooking it in the drip- 
pings until it is soft and even 
delicately browned around the 


edges does produce cabbage that 


is sweet, full of flavor, interest- 
ing in texture. 

It is true that the early green 
cabbage responds much more fav- 
orably to this method then the 
old, white stronger flavored kind. 
The apple addg a touch of con- 
trasting flavor and texture that 
makes the cabbage stand out in 
the most unusual way. A most 
satisfactory way to prepare cab- 
bage for frying is first to trim off 
all the damaged leaves, remove a 
slice from the stalk end. Cut in 
half, and hold the cabbage with 
the cut edge perpendicular to the 
cutting board and with a sharp 
knife shave it into shreds of the 
desired gize. In order to make 
sure you have the right amount, 
know what the weight is, rather 
than relying on cupfuls which 
pack differently for different size 
shreds, 


Fried Cabbage and Apples. 


Three tablespoon chopped onion, 
three tablespoon bacon fat, eight 
cups shredded cabbage (about one 
and one-half pounds, one apple, 
unpealed and diced, one-half tea- 
spoon sugar, two teaspoons salt, 
pepper, one-fourth cup water. 

Saute onion in the bacon fat for 
three minutes, Add remaining in- 
gredients, mix well, cover, and 
simmer for 10 minutes, stirring oc- 
casionally. Cabbage should be 
transparent and light green in 
color, Do not overcook and serve 
immediately. Four servings,

MY DAY 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


HARTFORD, Conn., Wednesday. 
HERE is an American Relief 
T for France committee at 1720 
I Street, N. W., Washington, 
D. C. They send out instruction 
sheets to anyone anywhere in the 
country, telling how to wrap and 
ship boxes to individuals anywhere 
in France, and they hope that this 
will become ‘a national movement. 
On the back of one of their in- 
struction sheets there is a poem 
by Katherine W. Dunlap which 
might have been written by almost 
any of the people in Europe who 
are now struggling to live. Here 
are the four last lines: 
“We, the survivors of these tragic 


years, 

Must face the burden of our 
legacy— 

Left us in trust by those whose 
faith was great; 

Who saw beyond the stars and 
died in hope.” 

It is true that they must do 
their part, but it is also true that 
they cannot do their part unless 
we do ours—and ours means sup- 
plying them with food, clothes, 
tools and a sense that we really 
care what happens to them. 

ANYONE who read Judge Si- 
mon H. Rifkind's recent report to 
Gen, Joseph T. McNarney must 
have a clearer vision of the condi- 
tions under which the Jewish 
group in Europe are now existing. 
Judge Rifkind has been special 
adviser on Jewish affairs to Gen. 
McNarney, the European theater 
commander, 

He estimates that, in Germany 
and Austria, the Jewish survivors 
at present number about 100,000, 
and he feels that the sooner they 
are permanently settled some- 
where and rehabilitated, the bet- 
ter it will be. They wish to quit 
Europe; many of them wish to go 
to Palestine. The longer the final 
decision of where they can go is 
held up, the harder it is for them. 

ONE THING he notes seéms 
extraordinary to me. That is “the 
use of German police in perse- 
cutee centers.” He points out that 
this “is not promotive of order. 
Careful screening would produce 
good ex-persecutee material for 


such policing.” Of course, few of 
us here realize the shortage of 
manpower in Europe, but Judge 
Rifkin's suggestion that some of 
the refugees themselves be trained 
for this police work would seem 
to be a possible solution. 

At one time, there was a great 
deal of criticism over here be- 
cause some of the Poles in ref- 
ugee camps were allowed to do 
policing and were armed while 
they were on duty. This was 
tried because of our Army’s rapid 
demobilization and the need for 
men to work instead of remaining 
idle in the camps. Some of the 
Poles, however, proved none too 
reliable and their use as police 
had to be stopped. But Jewish 
refugees in Jewish camps will be 
entirely reliable, and certainly not 
dangerous to their own fellow suf- 
ferers. 


Leftover Veal

If you happen to have some left- | 


over veal, here is a splendid way 
to dispose of it: 

Peel and slice enough onions 
to make one cup full. Core, peel 
and slice two medium-sized apples.

Into the pan put two cups of 
cooked veal, neatly diced. Let it 
brown lightly and then take it out 
of the pan. Put a teaspoon of 
curry powder with two teaspoons 
of flour in the pan juices and then 
stic in, very slowly a cup of stock 
or bouillon. When the sauce is 
smooth and boiling, return the 
onions, apples and veal to the pan 
and stir in about a tablespoon of 
lemon juice.

West opened the jack of dia- 
monds and South won with the 
queen. Declarer could count five 
tricks in the minor suits, and saw 
that if either heart honor was in 
West’s hand, four more tricks 
could be obtained in the heart 
suit. The odds were three to one 
that West would have at least one 
of the two outstanding honors. 

Without thinking further, South 
led the nine of hearts and let it 
ride. East won and returned a 
diamond. South took another 
heart finesse and this also lost. 
The result is only too easy to see, 
Declarer made only three hearts 
and five tricks in the minor suits, 


South should have seen that 
against any division of cards he 
was sure of three tricks in the 
spade suit, the ace of hearts and 
his five tops in the minors. He 
should not have touched the heart 
suit at all, but should have gone 
right after the spades.
